As  always,  I  spend  some  time  attending  meetings  and  seminars  and  view¬ 
ing  the  exhibits,  but  the  real  meat  and  potatoes  of  such  a  huge  show  are  the  vast 
offerings  of  numismatic  material  from  which  to  try  and  select  the  ones  that  you 
most  desire  and  can  afford.  It’s  the  first  time  I’ve  attended  FUN  and  I  will  go  back!

Program  Guidelines

and  organizations  with  various  club  activities. 

While  the  topics  and  ideas  discussed  sometimes  refer  specifically  to  the  GSNA's  setup 
and  environment,  they  still  offer  concepts  that  can  be  utilized  by  most  groups.

One  of  the  GSNA's  responsibilities  is  to  assist  member  clubs  in  providing  informa¬ 
tion  on  how  they  may  improve  their  coin  club  in  the  way  of  education  and  hobby  enjoy¬ 
ment.  It  is  tremendously  important  for  coin  clubs  to  exist  within  the  hobby  because  they 
are  the  link  between  the  American  Numismatic  Association,  the  GSNA  and  the  local 
collectors.  We  all  have  a  common  interest  within  the  hobby  that  not  only  includes  coin 
collecting,  but  also  the  enjoyment  of  making  new  friends  and  acquaintances. 

Coin  club  members  also  have  a  great  opportunity  to  encourage  the  recruitment  of 
new  members  by  virtue  of  the  10-year  program  of  the  states  commemorative  quarters 
and  the  new  Sacagawea  dollar  coin. 

This  is  obvious  because  of  the  interest  taken  by  the  general  public  as  they  are  also 
requesting  supplies  of  holders  for  these  coins. 

This  is  especially  true  for  the  youngsters  as  they  can  see  newer  coins  being  distrib¬ 
uted  in  routine  change  transactions.  There  are  many  youngsters  who  are  not  active  in 
school  or  township  athletic  programs  or  other  events,  and  coin  collecting  might  just  be 
what  they  could  use,  but  it's  up  to  us  to  advertise  and  to  let  them  know  we  exist.  Then 
if  they  join,  we  must  ensure  there  is  a  monthly  program  to  maintain  their  interest. 
Attached  hereto  are  the  following: 

1)  "Tips  on  How  to  Improve  Your  Coin  Club" 

2)  "Every  Club  should  have  a  Program  for  Juniors" 

3)  "Ideas  for  Topics  for  Education  Night" 

It  is  realized  that  much  of  the  information  is  known  by  club  members;  however,  if  only 
one  or  two  of  the  items  spark  an  interest,  then  all  this  is  worth  it.  Naturally,  ideas  are 
only  as  good  as  the  people  who  can  implement  them  and  that's  what  clubs  need. 

1)  Send  a  quarterly  announcement  of  your  meetings  to  local  and  surrounding  area 
newspapers  and  local  cable  stations. 

2)  Prepare  an  information  flyer  about  your  club  to  include  meeting  times,  dates,  loca¬ 
tion,  activities,  etc.  and  distribute  it  to  local  libraries,  senior  citizen  communities,  etc. 

3)  Conduct  an  auction  annually  to  draw  in  additional  funds  for  the  club.  Members  nor¬ 
mally  have  non-numismatic  items  from  gifts,  that  they  could  enter  into  the  auction. 
Numismatic  items  could  also  be  used  for  those  desiring  to  sell  off  duplicates,  etc. 

4)  Maintain  a  record  of  members'  birthdays.  Every  quarter  enter  all  those  with  birth¬ 
days  within  that  quarter  and  at  a  meeting  during  that  quarter  present  those  eligible  for 
this  drawing  a  prize  such  as  a  $5  proof  set.  Winners  have  a  conversation  item  for  their 
family. 

5)  Open  the  meeting  with  a  couple  of  numismatic  trivia  questions  to  generate  inter- 
est. 

6)  Prepare  and  distribute  at  a  meeting  a  numismatic  10-  to  20-item  questionnaire  for 
members  to  complete.  Review  the  answers  with  them  and  let  them  basically  score  their 
own. 

7)  Conduct  a  "First  Collectible  Coin”  contest  over  a  six-month  period  for  a  prize. 
Either  publish  them  in  a  newsletter  or  have  them  read.  A  panel  of  three  judges  would 
select  the  winner,  but  each  member  entering  would  receive  something. 
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8)  Display  an  exhibit  at  a  local  library  especially  during  National  Coin  Week  and 
leave  copies  of  the  club’s  flyer. 

9)  Have  a  club-member  dealer  night  where  all  members  could  set  up  and  try  to  sell 
or  trade  their  duplicates  or  other  coins. 

10)  Have  business  cards  printed  with  the  name  of  the  club  and  meeting  dates  for 
handouts  at  shows.  Distribute  cards  to  members. 

11)  Conduct  a  raffle  within  four  to  six  months  of  the  club's  annual  show  for  the  rais¬ 
ing  of  additional  funds.  As  an  incentive,  print  books  of  six  tickets  for  members  to  sell 
five  and  get  one  free. 

12)  A  trip  to  the  U.S.  Mint  in  Philadelphia  or  the  Newark  Museum  either  by  bus  or 
individual  transportation. 

13)  Print  the  minutes  and  a  brief  treasury  report  in  the  club's  newsletter,  rather  than 
use  ten  minutes  of  the  meeting  time  -  just  ask  the  members  if  there  are  any  comments. 

14)  Never  labor  over  a  subject  that  seems  it  will  not  be  resolved. 

15)  Coin  collecting  is  a  hobby  with  volunteers  -  meetings  need  to  be  active,  inter¬ 
esting  and  enjoyable  for  each  member  while  not  belaboring  the  meeting  beyond  a 
comfortable  time  frame.  Both  sides  of  a  subject  need  to  be  heard  accepting  input  from 
members,  though  reasonable  time  frames  must  be  established  while  being  courteous 
at  the  same  time.  Business  meetings  should  normally  be  no  longer  than  30-45  min¬ 
utes. 

16)  Every  November,  have  a  turkey  giveaway  amongst  the  members  present  for  that 
meeting. 

17)  A  small  holiday  social  in  December  at  the  club  meeting  site  is  recommended  for 
members  to  socialize. 

18)  Annual  banquets  are  always  a  great  social  event  -  a  club  numismatist  of  the  year 
award  could  be  established  and  presented. 

19)  Most,  if  not  all,  clubs  presently  conduct  a  monthly  auction.  Occasionally  high¬ 
lighting  this  type  of  event  to  a  local  newspaper  can  draw  in  new  members. 

20)  Does  your  club  have  a  library?  If  you  are  using  a  room  that  is  always  available 
for  meetings,  try  to  obtain  permission  to  place  a  cabinet  for  library  books.  If  not,  maybe 
a  member  would  maintain  a  small  library  at  his  residence  and  publish  a  list  for  the 
members.  Possibly  try  a  local  library  to  assist  in  this  areaor  a  coin  shop. 

2 1 )  A  club  newsletter  is  tremendously  important,  because  it  is  the  tool  that  keeps  the 
membership  up-to-date  on  the  club's  activities  as  well  as  using  it  for  numismatic  edu¬ 
cation. 

22)  Most  clubs,  if  not  all,  sponsor  an  annual  or  semi-annual  coin  show.  This  is  usu¬ 
ally  the  club's  best  money-maker.  Raffles  can  be  sold;  request  items  from  dealers  for 
drawing  every  hour.  Issue  a  wooden  nickel  for  visitors  to  take  home  along  with  the 
club's  flyer  and  business  card.  Exhibits  are  also  very  important  at  local  shows. 

23)  "Show  and  Tell"  segments  are  -  extremely  important  in  coin  clubs.  It's  what  we  re 
all  about.  We  have  an  opportunity  to  show  what  we  have  so  let's  do  it.  For  many,  you 
have  to  encourage  this  occasionally  give  a  prize  for  the  most  "show  and  tells." 

24)  Local  cable  television  may  entertain  your  request  to  do  a  question  and  answer 
show.  Depending  upon  their  activities,  they  may  honor  your  request. 

25  )  Fun  for  the  members:  a  “Coin  Investment  Contest."  On  paper,  advise  each 
member  they  have  $25,000  or  any  amount  you  choose,  and  they  can  select  corns  for 
their  portfolio  over  a  certain  period  of  time  and  monitor  the  progress  of  the  cons 
Establish  a  time-frame  and  prizes. 

Every  club  should  have  a  program  for  Juniors. 

1)  Obtain  donations  from  dealers  and  members  for  use  to  conduct  a  free  com  auc¬ 
tion  for  juniors.  Coordinate  with  your  local  library  to  conduct  the  auction  In  the  l  bra’y 
on  a  Saturday.  They  normally  will  publicize  this 
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You  have  to  decide  on  how  to  accomplish  this  by  using  play  money  or  raffle  tickets 
as  money  -  each  junior  would  receive  100  tickets,  for  example,  and  use  them  to  bid 
with.  Club  handouts  should  be  provided  with  information  about  the  club  and  bring  them 
up  to  date  about  the  new  coins  being  issued,  i.e.  states  quarters." 

2)  Every  month,  conduct  a  free  coin  auction  for  the  juniors  and  hold  a  lOminute  edu¬ 
cation  program  for  them.  Do  this  before  the  meeting  begins-  in  case  they  have  to  leave 
early,  for  school. 

3)  Juniors  could  have  the  opportunity  to  earn  play  money  by  doing  a  "show  and 
tell, assisting  at  auctions  or  at  the  show,  exhibiting,  etc.  They  would  use  this  play  money 
for  their  auctions. 

4)  Assign  projects  to  the  juniors  by  providing  them  inexpensive  holders  and  have 
them:  check  change  for  their  birthyear  coins,  do  a  "show  and  tell"  and  have  them  high¬ 
light  an  important  event  of  that  year.  Many  other  projects  can  be  assigned  concerning 
foreign  coins  and  paper  money. 

5)  A  "Young  Numismatist  of  the  Year"  award  program  could  be  established. 

6)  The  most  important  thing  about  a  junior  program  is  to  give  them  the  attention  at 
every  meeting  to  make  them  feel  wanted  and  at  the  same  time  ensure  they  are  getting 
numismatic  education  at  every  meeting. 

Ideas  for  topics  for  education  night: 

1)  Grading  and  cleaning  of  coins. 

2)  Coin  terms  and  definitions. 

3)  Preparing  a  numismatic  exhibit. 

4)  Collecting  methods,  specializing  type,  etc. 

5)  Counterfeit  coins  and  paper  money. 

6)  Home  security  and  insurance. 

7)  Coin  photography. 

8)  Auctions  and  how  they  work,  buying  and  selling 

9)  Favorite  coins  of  members. 

10)  Cataloging  your  collection;  computer  use. 

11)  Members  very  first  collectible  coin. 

12)  Informal  quiz  on  numismatic  subjects. 

13)  The  ANA,  the  State  organization  and  local  clubs. 

14)  The  "Graysheet"  and  what  it  means  to  dealers. 

15)  Silver  and  Gold  prices  and  how  they  affect  collecting. 

16)  Many  numismatic  35mm  slide  programs  are  available  from  several  organizations 
such  as  the  ANA,  GSNA  and  other  specialty  clubs.  All  you  need  is  a  projector  and  a 
screen.  Listings  of  the  ANA  and  GSNA  programs  can  be  obtained  and  sent  to  you. 

17)  "Certificates  of  Appreciation"  are  needed  to  reflect  proper  recognition.  Some 
coin  clubs  have  their  own.  The  ANA  and  GSNA  can  provide  member  clubs  with  certifi¬ 
cates.
